MADE EASIER IN U. S.

American Inventor Evolves Product to

Substitute that Formerly Im-
ported from Germany.

Announcement that American ingenu-
its had solved another industrial proh-
lam occasioned by the E-uropean war

was made today by Secretary Redfield
in a letter from a concern in Cambridge,
Mass., that it had evolved a compound
for use in the hardening and heat treat-
meot of steel, to take the place of a

compound which formerly had been im-

ported in large quantities from Gc-
many.
The letter, signed h Frank H. Pope.

state auditor of Massachusetts, 1914. in
part, reads as follows:

As a result of American genius there
is recorded another triumph over certain
Ionditions engendered by the European
war.
"Prior to the breaking out of that war

there was Imported into this country
from Germany in large quantities a com-

pound used in hardening and heat treat-
ment of steel of all kinds, and because
of the quality of work which it did it
was highly commended and largely used.
A shcrt time prior to the beginning of
that war a resident of this State had
been experimenting with a case harden-
ing compound.
"As a result of much experimentation

there has been produced by an American
inventor a compound which, it Is confi-
dently believed, cannot be surpassed for
effectiyeness."

Reichstag Boosts Stamp Prioes.
Berlin (by wireless) April 5.-Increases

in the prices of stamps and telegrams
were fixed by the committee on taxes of
the Reichstag. The increases are three
pennies on stamps for letters; two pen-
nies for printed matter and two pennies
for each word on telegrams.
